RHPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


For THE YEAR Envinc Marcu Ist, 1882. 


Lhe Superintending School Comittee submits the follow- 
ing report: 

All the schcols in the town for the past year have, in the 
main, been successful, and the districts are to be congratulated 
upon the advancement made daring the year. 

There has been no iwaterial change in any district since 
our last keports. Everyone seeus to be content to move along 
in the same ‘told ruts,” year in and year out, never dreaming it 
would be money well expended to purchase a few simple, yet 
so necessary, things, like dictionaries, globes and wall-maps, 
for our school rooms. These articles we mentioned in our last 
report as being necessary, and we did have a faint hope (?) 
that perhaps One or two districts might buy a part at least of 
the articles mentioned. 

It is a fact that our schools are growing fewer in number 
as the years advance, and we again suggest the uniting of dis- 
tricts. It can be accomplished with very little trouble, and 
then we should have schools of which we could justly be proud. 
It is of the highest importance that good teachers be secured, 


not only for the more advanced scholars, but also for those who 


are just beginning ; for the teacher who can teach children their

A BC’s is indeed as successful sand competent as those who 
can explain ‘* cube root” intelligently. 7 

Prudential Committees must needs be cautious in their se- 
lection of teachers. and secure those adapted to their particular 
school. 

We believe it would be vastly better for all concerned if 
one man could hire all the teachers for the schools of the 
town, and give schools to them according to their adaptability 
and qualifications. 

We would eall the attention of parents to the necessity of 
constant attendance. No teacher, no matter how good, can 
secure so good results without the pupils attend school regular- 
ly and promptly. 

A new spelling book was introduced into the schools of 
the town with good success, and was generally approved by the 
majority ; but, as a natural consequence, was looked upon as 
entirely unnecessary by those who belive there is nothing like 
‘*the good old times and customs of our fathers.” 

Some of the school houses need a little repairing, and to 
be ventilated at the top of the room rather than at the bottom. 
This is necessary to the health of the scholars, which all dis- 
tricts should consider as paramount to all things else in their 
annual meeting. ‘ 


DISTRICT REPORTS. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The summer term was taught hy Mrs. F. C. Parker, and 
the winter term by Miss Attie S. Marshall—both of whom have

had considerable experience in teaching. <A good year’s work 
was accomplished, and all are to be congratulated on the sue- 
_ cess which attended the year’s work. 


DISTRICT, NO. 2. 


Mrs. Louisa Jameson taught the summer term with good 
results. Miss Cora Baker taught the winter school. The 
school was not all that could be desired. We think the teach- 
er did not exercise quite discretion enough in her government 
of the scholars, although well qualified in scholarship. 

DISTRICT NO. 3. 
Miss May Perley taught both terms of the year. A good 
school and marked improvement was the result of the year. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Miss Addie Fletcher of Marlow taught the summer term 
in this district. This was Miss Fletcher’s first term, and she 
truly did well. In the winter the services of Miss Jennie Polly, 
an experienced teacher, were secured. Good progress’ was 
made in both terms, and all were satisfied. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Miss Emma Hill taught in the summer, and Mrs. Laura 
Hawkins in the winter. We were pleased with the year’s work. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 
In this district there is only one term during the year. 
A fall term’ was taught by Mrs. Hattie Nichols. Your Com- 


mittee-was unable to visit this school, but the teacher reported 
a successful term. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


This district was fortunate in securing the services of Miss 
Mary E. Davis of Marlow for the summer, and Miss Jennie 
Perley for the winter. This is one of the best schools in town.

DISTRICT INO, 8: 


District No. & had two excellent schools, the summer term 
being taught by Miss Nellie Keyes, and the winter term by 
Miss Cora F. Sabine. Both teachers did remarkably well. 
The scholars are inclined to be rather heedless of their duties, 
and. that proviptness and ambitiousness was not observed to 
the extent it was in some other schools. 


DISTRICT NOo 9. : 


This distriet secured the services of Mrs. Hattie Nichols 
for both terms. Good results and commendable progress at- 
tended her work. 


Although the town failed io raise any money for a fall term 


of school. yet those who knew how much such a school had 


benefitted the town in the past, rallyed and obtained money 
enough by subscription to secure the services of Mrs. J. L. 
Harrison, for a term of ten weexs. Your Committee was pres- 
ent at the examination of the school, and we certainly are con- 
fident it was effort and money well expended. Mrs. Harrison 
is truly a superior teacher, and especially so with young schol- 
ars, Of which her school principally consisted. We hope that 
in the future-we may have a ‘‘High School” of some kind, so 
that the town may continue to educate its own seholars,and fur- 
nish its own teachers, which is to be desired, considered from 
any standpoint. 

Now, in closing this report to the good people of Lempster, 
we wish to extend our thanks to all the teachers and parents 
for their co-operation in our endeavors for the welfare of the 
schools of our town, and for the advancement of education 
generally.
